I suggested one 
with xeroxing facilities. % agreed, I said 2 preferred that all interested reporters 
have equal access if desired by any and he also agreed.

. pris e I haven't argued with him. I have given him to understand his sources are 
not entirely detached. As of Tuesday I expect h i m to go ahead with a story that 
serves spook interests, x content myself with giving him to understand his angle is 
not solid if his sources appear to be. I also think his sources are fashioning 
a self-hoisting petard. 

Ee will be saying that the counter-intelligence units of both CIa and FBI 
did not trust Kosenko and did not tell the Warren Commission this.

There can t be copies 
in many files. Archives, CIA, maybe FBl/DJ. 

Without specifying or being asked for specifics X told Crewdson tliat the Times 
has been used this way before. 

The last of the phone calls told me I may get books sooner than promised.
